He wns horn in Athens P. C. 3:S 
• nd founded one of tho earliest uni- 
versities which was not destroyed 
tintll A. D. 5:9. This Is one of the 
Tritons why tho writlnss of Plato 
have survived. 

Influenccid By Socrattt 

His surrender to the personality of 
Socrates was' one of tho grcate."; 
events in his lifo according to Dr. 
"n'oodhead. illis dialogues are the 
«îstimori'os of th"î influence of one 
içrea.t man uiKin .Tnothcr. Soornlcs was 
0 familiar fljiirc about the Ktreets oft 
Athens and had, wo no testimony ex- 
cept of Arlstpj>hancs wo should dls- 
niiss Socrates as ù quaclt and an Im- 
j)OSlFr. Tct ho had fame outside his 
philosophy. He was noted for his fre- 
«luentlnjr of public places and was the 
licppiert in the company of younc 
AUienlans. 

To say that Socrates lilic jrcat men 
was before his time, wo cannot do, 
itpcau.'-e he would still be beforo liis 
time. But -.his is the man that influ- 
enced Plato. "It is Impossible lo dls- 
llneulsh between Socrates and. Plato", 
said the spenUer. The form v.hlch his 
work? tool; save greu: rtopc to the 
dramatic powc-rs tiia'. he possessed. 
Ho had an extraordinary eapaclly for 
creating; the proper atnio!;i)herc. The 
dialogues brcatjie the air of the 5tli 
century B.C.

The economic aspects of fruit and 
plant dlseaso are very vast, said tVc 
speaker, and tho effect ot a. frin; 
blight upon a country's commerce 
cannot be over estimated. When Dr. 
Gu.ssow .camo out 20 years ago, be 
was soon confronted hy his first case 
by tho .-ippearance of .-i b.-id diseajse 
in .N'ewfoundl.ind's potato crop. An 
Act was drawn up .Tnd pissivi pre- 
veptlnr tho import ot potatoes from 
Gurope, , who suffered very, badly 
from this Ijligijt. 

Tho United Slates, which uLshed 
to prevent iho import or Canadian 
potatoes, .sent agents to investigate 
tho conditions in tho .Maritimes. 
This would, have had tho desired 
effects had not Dr. Gussow been sent 
a similar errand to th* States.

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Educational Radio 

ADIO broadcasting was heralded as 
another great factor in the education 
of thc; people. Wc will not deny that it has 
not found itself in the class of educators, 
for there is a move to take ud on this con- 
k tincnt what has been thc vogue in Europe 
for some {imo, namely the broadcast of 
school lessons in the elementary .system. 

SÙCH1 aspirations may meet with a set- 
back in this country for two reasons. 
First,' while there are signs Avhich .show 
that moves are being made for a national 
concVn in this matter, at present there is 
a system of networks which arc not co- 
operative, and it must needs be that a 
single system be in operation for any suc- 
cessful attempt. Second, the wide expanse 
of our Dominion would mean that there 
.would be some great difference between 
the hours of such le.ssons in Halifax and 
Victoria. This could be overcome by hav- 
ing the broadcasts so that they were after- 
noon assignments in the East and morning 
ones in the West, but there is a definite at- 
mosphere of the morning curriculum 
which could not be transferred to the af- 
ternoon. And to add to these two is the 
.fact that broadcasts could, not be called na- 
tional if "there was not some inclusion of 
•the French- tongue. 

Compilers of radio piogrammes have

Cold Facts 

WHILE thc host of delegates ropre- 
•■^enting (he five great maritime 
powers of thc world have been daily par- 
rying with each other in the Royal Palace 
of St. James's to .solve the problem of 
naval disarmament, tlic British Admiralty 
lias stolen a march on the conference by 
announcing that ice cream plants with air- 
cooled compressors arc to be installed on 
all battleships and aircraft carriers in thc 
Mediterranean fleet and all new cruisers 
when commissioned. 

Though Henry L. Stimson and otlier 
delegates so far abstained from comment, 
thc news has created considerable stir. The 
Dail^' Telegraph naval correspondent, Hec- 
tor Bywatcr, for instance speaks pf this 
"wild policy" and adds, "I fear the issue, 
for the project to equip our battleships 
with ice cream gadgets will corrode the 
amity of nations. How can Washingbn be 
content with parity if Britain's navy has 
ices, too? How càn she trust the British 
Admiralty if such subtlety is at work?" 

And .speaking from thc domestic 
standpoint he adds : "The navy is going to 
the dogs again. Old salts remember yet 
with a shudder of horror that the Admi- 
ralty was looking kindly on jam and 
thought well of marmalade. Some hold that 
the navy has never been the same since. 
One piece of gourmandization has led to 
another. But thc last is the worst." 

We liope that these ice cream gadgets 
will not freeze up the works of the Con- 
ference. And who said that Britain was 
not making progress? 
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is upon the romantic. To be constructive 
jand educational i-adio must not give to the 
.public what .it want.s, for then it would be 
'playing down to the lowest common de- 
nominator of its audience. It should rather 
]>ay the puttlic the compliment of giving it 
something slightly better than it thought 
it liked. By the selections that are broad- 
cast jiow^we do not think that this, is the 
present day trend. 

We Avould point out that there is .a 
• priceless opportunity that still awaits 
broadcasting, an opportunity of stimulat- 
ing a factual outlook on life by every per- 
aoB in thc Jand. In that sphere it would 
indicate leadei'sliip. The negative \-irtue 
of denying thc public vulgarity is so obvi- 
ous a principle that it scarcely deserves the 
limelight of publicity. Broadcasting has 1 j; i,icsj>;-oof r 
the splendid chance to help us choose our ' 
factual future. Then it would be the 
leader in the class pïieduçators.

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Tlie Slipstick Method.^,

Jr .Mc- 
Master is to reinaln Independent, if it 
Is to profitvis id (he future as it has 
since Us foundation In 18S7, It must 
have more land on whicli to build. 

"In Toronto wo have less than two 
acros, while In Hamilton wo will have 
ninoly," said Dr. Wliiildon. "Tlnis wo 
.•^liall ho able to have larger tlieologl- 
cal seinlnarloa, bigger buildings for 
the Arts and Sciences, more spacious 
dormitories and greater faelllllea for 
recreation and sport.. In Hamilton 
McMaator will be ahio to grow bigger 
ind bftlor for llie Ijcnefit of her slii- 
donls and tho world at largi, and 
that is the reason wo are going there 
In September."
